27.—Residents of the United States 


who bought Irish Hospital sweep- 
stakes tickets on the English Der- 
by at Epsom Downs today won 
about $3,304,780. 

They held among them 20 tickets 
on the three horses which finished 
the race in the money, distributed 
as follows: 

Nine on Mahmoud, the winner 
($150,000 each). 

Five on Taj Akbar, second ($75,- 
000 each). 

Six on Thankerton, third ($50,- 
000 each). 

This shows that Amerivtans won 
more than 50 per cent of the total 
prize money, announced by the 
sweepstakes committee as $6,266,- 
875. 

The money won by holding tick- 
ets on the in-the-money horses is 
in addition to the $2215 which goes 
to every person who drew any other 
horses entered for the race, whether 
they ran or were scratched. It 
also is in addition to the residual 
and consolation prizes distributed 
in the big drawing. 

Although the sweepstakes author- 
ities never announce how much they 
have collected, the size of the prize 
money indicates they may have tak- 
en in about $10,318,000. 

The three in-the-money horses pay 
about $2,025,000 to Americans.

Sideshows, gypsy fortune tellers, 
hawkers of dubious but glittering 
“gems,” merry-go-rounds, exhibi- 
tions of freaks and all the para- 
phernalia of Coney Island, keep 
the crowd entertained from morn- 
ing until late at night. 

Though lacking the fashionable 
touch of Ascot or the Grand Na- 
tional at Aintree, the Derby is 
London’s big sport event of the 
year. It likewise is the big event 
for the millions, scattered all over 
the world, who hold sweepstakes 
tickets on the starters. 

Held at 100 to 8 in the betting, 
Mahmoud finished the one and one- 
half miles three lengths in front of 
his more highly regarded stable- 
mate, Three-quarters of a length 
separated Taj Akbar and Thanker- 
ton. Lord Astor’s Pay Up, the fa- 
vorite at 6 to 1, was fourth in the 
field of 22, which included William 
Woodward's American-owned Bos- 
well, 

New Track Record. 

Mahmoud ran the _ distance in 
2:334-5 for a new track record. 
The old mark of 2:34 was estab 
lished by Hyperion in 1933 and 
equaled by Windsor Lad two years 
ago. 

Carioca, owned by the Maharaja 
of Rajpipla who captured the 1934 
running, took the lead early in the 
race and held it for @ half-mile with 
Midstream in second place as Jock- 
ey Charles Smirke and Gordon 
Richards, riding Mahmoud and Taj 
Akbar, respectively, held’ their 
mounts off the pace. 

Thankerton moved up fast in 
the next half-mile, however, and 
held the lead at Tattenham Cor- 
ner as the leaders swung into the 
final drive. Bala Hissar, also owned 
by the Aga Khan, was second and 
Pay Up third. Mahmoud and Taj 
Akbar moved up fast, however, and 
passed the tiring leaders in the 
stretch with the former winning 
well in hand.

CLEVELAND, O., May 27.—With 
its nominee selected and its plat- 
form approved, the Socialist party 
is ready for the 1936 campaign, 
which it plans to make the most 
extensive since Eugene Victor Debs 
toured the nation in 1904. 

Instead of a special train. the 
party now has a fleet of red sound 
trucks, which will be sent through- 
out the country operating out of 
the central headquarters in Chi- 
cago. 

Norman Thomas, again the presi- 
dential nominee, will leave Cleve- 
land late today for a series of 
speaking engagements. Within a 
few weeks, he will make the first 
of a series of trips around the na- 
tion, which will end with a trans- 
continental campaign beginning in 
early September. 

The  vice-presidential nominee, 
George Nelson—a farmer from 
Polk County, Wisconsin, will con 
fine his speaking trips to the agri- 
cultural areas of the Middle West. 

Hoan Named Chairman, 

Mayor Daniel W. Hoan of -Mil- 
waukee, at the first meeting of the 
new national executive committee 
today, was named chairman of the 
national campaign committee. In 
addition to directing the campaign, 
he will make a speaking tour of 
eastern cities. 

One of the principal points the 


Socialists will emphasize is the 
need for constitutional change. 
Their platform, adopted at the 


closing session of the convention 
yesterday, advocates immediate 
passage of the workers’ and farm- 
ers’ rights amendment to give the 
Federal Government broad author- 
ity to legislate for the social wel- 
fare of the nation.

A resolution was presented, indors- 
ing the “united front” in principle, 
but it was held over to allow for 
a referendum of the membership.

“The grand jury in Detroit will 


cover the entire metropolitan area, 
and witnesses will be subpenaed, if 
necessary, from outside Wayne 
County,” Crowley said. “Wayne 
and Jackson seem to be the only 
counties where grand juries are 
now advisable.” 

Crowley was expected to confer 
with Prosecutor Duncan C. Mce- 
Crea of Wayne Sounty, here today 
He was not ready to say how soon 
a grand jury would be requested. 
Investigations will be made later 
into activities of the Black Legion 
in Oakland and Genesee counties, 
and elsewhere in the State, he said. 

“It is already apparent that.a 
large part of the membership was 
forced into’ the 
through fear,” he said. “I am of 
the opinion that the taking of the 
oath of ailegiaiice to the Black 
Legion does not make a man lia- 
ble to prosecution. There probably 
would have to be an overt act on 
the part of a member.” 

Other Developments.

Big Crowd at Southampton to 
See British Ship Start 
Maiden Voyage. 


By the Associated Press. 
SOUTHAMPTON, England, May 


27.—The 80,773-ton British liner 
Queen Mary sailed at 4:34 p. m. to- 
day for New York on its maiden 
voyage. 

More than 500,000 spectators 
blackened docks and the roofs of 
buildings and overflowed to vant- 
age points along the Solent. Thou- 
sands of motorboats, tugs and ex- 
cursions craft swarmed about the 
giant vessel. 

Ships in the harbor broke out 
their flags and bunting. Factory 
and ship sirens screamed a fare- 
well, with the Queen Mary’s own 
siren, audible for 10 miles, lifting 
clearly above the noise. 


2139 Passengers. 

Five boat trains from London, 
carrying the largest single consign- 
ment of passengers for one ship on 
record in England, arrived along- 
side the Queen Mary from 1 to 3 


p.m. Prominent persons from va- 
rious European countries, and from 
the United States were among the 
2139 passengers. 


Capt. Sir Edgar Britten said, 
“The ship has a_ schedule. We 
think if we keep to the schedule 
we shall not break the record. If 
we happen to keep ahead of 
schedule, it will be in the ordinary 
way of business.” 

Among notables aboard are the 
Marquis of Milford-Haven, cousin 
of the King; Robert W. Bingham, 
United States Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James; Viscount and 
Viscountess Knollys, the Earl of 
Dudley, Lord Grimthorpe, Lord In- 
verclyde, Sir Keith Fraser and Sir 
Harry McGowan. 


The crew of 1200 worked most 
of last night. Truck loads of pro- 
visions were taken aboard, oil was 
pumped into the tanks and the ship 
was searched for stowaways. 

Whether the Queen Mary would 
beat the French liner Normandie’s 
time across the Atlantic was a sub- 
ject of speculation. The Norman- 
die’s best time was an average of 
30.35 knots on a return voyage from 
New York. On trial runs, the Queen 
Mary reached a top speed of 32.84 
knots. 

Dimensions of Liner. 

The vessel is slightly smaller 
than the Normandie, having a gross 
tonnage of 80,773, as compared to 
82,000 for the Normandie. 

The Queen Mary is 1018 feet long; 
the Normandie 1029. The British 
vessel has a beam of 118 feet, the 
French 119. The distance from the 
Queen Mary’s keel to top super- 
structure is 135 feet. There are 12 
decks. 

The Queen Mary is driven by sin- 
gle reduction geared turbines, sup 
plied with steam from high pres 
sure water tube boilers. The Nor-

WASHINGTON, May 27.—A 
House Investigating Committee to- 
day voted, 6 to 2, to recommend to 
the House that Dr. F. E. Townsend 
and two of his oid age pension or- 
ganization aids be cited for con- 
tempt and the case turned over to 
the United States District Attorney. 
The committee recommended that 
,the Rev. Clinton Wunder of New 
York and J. B. Kiefer of Chicago 


be cited with Dr. Townsend for 
their failure to appear for examina- 
tion as ordered in subpenas. 

Sere Tolan (Dem.), 
|} California, and Collins (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, voted against the contempt 
citation recommendation. They also 
voted against referring the case to 
the Federal Court instead of trying 
it in the House, 

Dr. Townsend, founder of the 
movement to pay $200 a month 
from the Federal Treasury to every- 
one past 60, “walked out” on the 
committee several days ago. After- 
ward he instructed Kiefer, Wunder 
and other assistants to join him in 
refusing to answer the investiga- 
tors’ questions. 

Chairman Bell and Representa- 
tive Gavagan (Dem.) New York, 
Lucas (Dem.) Illinois, Hollister 
(Rep.), Ohio, Ditter, (Rep.), Penn 
sylvania, and Hoffman  (Rep.), 
Michigan, voted for the contempt 
recommendation as well as in favor 
of referring the case to the United 
States Attorney for the District of 
Columbia. 


No Action on Downey. 


No action was taken against 
Sheridan Downey, attorney for Dr. 
Townsend, who was summoned as 
a witness last night and answered 
with a defiant letter to the com- 
mittee challenging it to “punitive 
action.” 


Bell said it had not been decided 
when the contempt resolution 
would be submitted to the House 
but indicated it would be Friday at 
the latest. 

Trial Unlikely Before Fall. 

District Attorney Leslie C. Gam 
nett said the Townsend case prob- 
ably could not be called until fall. 
“Although I have not received the 
case or know its details, I under- 
stand there is very little but docu- 
mentary evidence,” Garnett said. “I 
would imagine offhand that the 
grand jury would have the case 
only a day or two. The date for 
trial could not be set until after 
we have all details and have an op- 
portunity to study the matter care 
fully.” 

Garnett said he did not know 
whether he would handle the in- 
vestigation himself or would assign 
one or more of his assistants. 

“IT gee no chance at all for the 
proceedings to start at this term 
of court, which ends June 3,” 
Garnett said. 

In a statement submitted to the 
committee earlier in the day by 
Thomas W. Hardwick, counsel for 
the Old Age Revolving Pensions, 
Lid., Downey said: 

“Like Dr. Townsend, I challenge 
you to punitive action, for the un- 
holy records of this investigation is 
a shield that will protect us,” said 
Downey’s statement submitted by 
Thomas W. Hardwick, counsel for 
the Old Age Revolving Pension, 
Ltd.

DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS 
TO CONSIDER PLAN 


Four Per Cent Income Tax 
and Capital Stock and 
Excess Profits Levies 
Would Be Retained. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Senate 
Finance Committee Democrats were 
called to a secret caucus today to 
consider the latest presidential tax 
suggestions, -received in a two-hour 
White House conference last night. 
No conclusions were reached. 

One Senator outlined the latest 
suggestions of President Roosevelt 
to bring the yield of the drastically 
altered bill up to the $1,140,000,000 
the President desires, as follows: 

A 15 per cent flat tax on all cor- 
poration income, a superstructure 
of graduated levies on undistributed 
corporate earnings, and a $15,000 ex- 
emption for all corporations from 
the latter. 

The 4 per cent normal income 
tax would be applied to all corpo- 
rate dividends and the capital stock 
and excess profits taxes would be 
retained. 

The supertaxes on undistributed 
profits would be 25 per cent on un- 
distributed adjusted net income not 
in excess of 20 per cent, 36 per cent 
on that in excess of 2 but not 
greater than 40 per cent, and 45 
per cent on that in excess of 40 
per cent. 

The Treasury estimated today 
that the new plan would supply 
$622,000,000 in revenue. Acting Chair- 
man King (Dem.), Utah, said he 
expected the committee to report 
out a bill tomorrow. Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, described the situation as 
“hopeless,” but King said it was 
“hopeful.” 

Modified Eccles Pian. 

The new arrangement discussed 
at the White House was described 
as a modification of a plan which 
originated with Marriner 8. Eccles, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

It was so framed as to represent 
somewhat of compromise between 
the House and Senate tax bills. 
The 15 per cent flat tax and the 
$15,000 exemption are in line with 
the plan worked out by the Finance 
Committee and the high graduated 
levies on undistributed earnings are 
similar to the House program. 

Roosevelt was represented as be- 
lieving acceptance of the proposed 
changes would tend to speed an 
agreement when the bill reaches 
the conference between the Senate 
and House, and consequently tend 
to expedite congressional adjourn- 
ment. 

Some finance committeemen said, 
however, they were prepared to 
stand by the bill as amended in 
committee. One said that he be- 
Heved there were enough votes to 
keep the bill as it is. 

How Plan Would Work. 

The latest plan would work out 
in this manner: 

A corporation with $100,000 of net 
income would pay a 15 per cent tax, 
or $15,000 on the total. From the 
remaining $85,000, the $15,000 ex- 
emption would be deducted. 

Then if the corporation retained 
up to 20 per cent of the $70,000 bal- 
ance, or $14,000, it would be taxed 
25 per cent on the amount retained. 

The tax would be 35 per cent of 
any income retained that is more 
than $14,000 but not in excess of 
$28,000 of the $70,000, and 45 per 
cent on any portion retained in ex- 
cess of $28,000. 

Mr. Roosevelt has asked for 
$623,000,000 in permanent revenue 
and $517,000,000 in temporary levies. 

The Treasury estimates the bill 
as it now stands would yield $560,- 
000,000 in the former category and 
$82,000,000 in the latter. The bill 
retains only vestiges of the original 
administration program to wipe out 
existing corporation levies and sub- 
. stitute a stiff graduated tax on 
profits not distributed to  stock- 
holders. 

Originally the administration 
asked for a graduated tax aver- 
aging 33% per cent on such profits. 
In deciding on-a flat 7 per cent 
rate, the committee agreed to re- 
— - ° per cent flat rate on 

porate Income and approved re- 
peal of the present exemption of 
dividends from the 4 per cent nor- 
mal income tax. 

Senators said increased income 
taxes on individuals was not dis 
cussed at the White House. 

Excise Tax Approved.

5G COTTON TRADER 
UNABLE TO PAY DEBT 


William B. Averell Notifies 
New York Exchange He 
Can’t Meet Obligations. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—The New 
York Cotton Exchange announced 
today that William B. Averell, a 
prominent member, was unable to 
meet his obligations. 

In a letter to the president of 
the exchange, Averell, who has been 
a member since April, 1911, said: “I 


regret to announce my inability to 
meet my financial obligations.” 

In cotton circles, where Averell 
is known as one of the largest 
traders in the history of the busi- 
ness, his failure was described as 
“one of the biggest shocks the ex- 
change ever had.” 

Well known in New York social 
circles, Averell was said to have 
carried some of the heaviest com- 
mitments ever seen on the Cotton 
Exchange at one time. In exchange 
quarters it was said Averell had 
not been actively trading for several 
weeks. 

Following the announcement the 
cotton market continued to rule 
somewhat higher at gains of about 
10 to 20 cents a bale. 

Averell, who was an independent 
floor broker and not a member of 
any firm, was said in trade circles 
in former days to have been also a 
heavy trader in stocks. By some 
cotton men it was said that, inas- 
much as he had not been active 
in the cotton market for some time 
inability to meet his obligations 
was probably a matter of failure 
to settle previously contracted 
debts. Comment from Averell was 
not immediately available. 


HIGH OFFICIALS IN NETHERLANDS

“The idea this thing could re- 
store business is based on mystifi- 
cation,” Hart said. 

Hart added the 2 per cent trans- 
actions tax would be, roughly, a 10 
per cent sales tax “but would be 
much more messy.” 


STATE FEDERATION OF LABOR 
FOR CURBING SUPREME COURT 


Would Support Law Limiting Pow- 
er of Justices; Against In- 
dustrial Unionism.

HANNIBAL, Mo., May 27.—The 
fortieth annual convention of the 
Missouri State Federation of Labor

“We are reliably informed,” the 
report said, “that the Congress of 
our country has the power to 
bridle the efforts of the Supreme 
Court in declaring laws passed by 
Congress as unconstitutional... . 
If our Government is to remain a 
Government really of the people, 
then humanity rights have got to 
rise above property rights.” The 
convention voted against a proposal! 
by the United Mine Workers of 
America for industrial unionism in 
mass production industries. 


Robber Killed Fighting Detectives. 

PEORIA, Ill, May 27—An uni- 
dentified Negro was fatally wound- 
ed in a fight with three railroad 
detectives in the Peoria & Pekin 
Union Railroad yards early today, 
after he had committed three rob- 
beries. He held up George Walms- 
ley, a railroad detective, took his 
revolver, flashlight and cash, 
robbed a filling station in East Pe- 
oria of $53 and a tavern. The Ne 
gro was finally cornered in a bos 
car in the yards and was shot when 
he resisted arrest,

At the office of John W. Davis, 
attorney for the Associated Press, 
it was said prompt action had beer 
taken to co-operate with the board 
in order to get the case before the 
Court of Appeals for decision. 

The American Newspaper Guild 
filed the original complaint against 
the Press Association, charging 
Watson had been discharged be- 
cause of Guild activities. It was 
upheld ty the Labor Board. 

The board announced today it 
was conducting an election by se 
cret ballots, through the mail, to 
determine if New , York editorial 
employes of the organization de- 
sire the Guild to represent them in 
collective bargaining. 


BLACKLISTED WORKER WINS 
$4500 DAMAGES FROM B. & 0. 


Appellate Court Finds He Was 
Promised Life Job for Returning 
to Shop During Strike. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—Vasile Foar, 


49 years old, of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
whose willingness to work during 
the railroad strike of 1922 cost him 
his job and the friendship of most 


of his fellow workers, was awarded 
$4500 damages by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals yesterday. 

He had sued the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Co. and won the ver- 
dict in a lower court. The Appel- 
late Court upheld it, and in an opin- 
ion written by Judge Will M. 
Sparks, the unusual history of the 
case was recited. | 

Foar, a native of Rumania, en- 
tered the B. & O. machine shop at 
Garrett, Ind., in 1911. He walked 
out when the nation-wide strike 
was called, but in a few days was 
persuaded to return to work. - 

“You have been a faithful em- 
ploye, and we must have some one 
to break the ice, and others will 
follow,” the opinion quoted Attor- 
ney H. W. Mountz, counsel for the 
railroad. “In consideration for that 
we will give you a lifetime job at 
the prevailing union wage.” 

When the strike was settled, 
Foar’s real troubles began, the 
Court found. He was discharged, 
then reinstated, only to face daily 
harassment from fellow workers. 
He was transferred from place to 
place from 1922 to 1931, the Court 
found, but was blacklisted every- 
where. Finally, May 15, 1931, he 
was discharged without cause, the 
Court declared.

Harley Smith, who told the grand 
jury in Jackson he was forced to 
join the Black Legion and was 
flogged last Nov. 5 for refusing to 
attend another meeting, disclosed 
today how he was lashed by the 
legion members. 
Smith told newspaper men he was

invited to a “party” two years ago 
and was taken to a rield where he 
saw a hooded and robed group. 

“They made me get on my knees 
and take the oath,” Smith said. 
“One man held a gun against my 
chest. 

“At the meeting each of us who 
took the oath was given a cart- 
ridge. ‘If we have to give you an- 
other one, it will be out of @ gun, 
they said.” 

Smith said when the next meet- 


ing was called he told them he 


couldn’t attend because his wife 
was going to have a baby. 

“Then, one day in November, a 
member came to my house,” Smith 
said. “‘Come on out, Harley, he 
said. ‘Your superior officers want 
to talk to you.” 

Smith said he was pushed into a 
back seat of the car and blind- 
folded. They drove about a mile, 
he said, and took him into a house. 

“Guilty,” “Six Lashes.” 

“Then, somebody said in a loud 
voice: ‘What the verdict—guilty or 
not guilty?’ ‘Guilty,’ someone else 
said, and the same voice said: ‘Six 
lashes.’ 

“Then they grabbed me and 
pulled my shirt off. They gave me 
six lashes across the back. It felt 
like a blacksnake whip.” 

Smith said he was then taken 
home and that “I’ve been a nervous 
wreck ever since.” 

Mrs. Smith added: “I kept a lot 
of bricks in the house after the 
night they whipped Harley, and 
when he came to tell the grand 
jury, I waited outside with a shot- 
gun acros my knee.”

In the Department of Street 
Railways inquiry, the four men sus- 
pended are Basil Hawkins, Carl 
Gray, Finley McNab and E. R. Jar- 
vis. They were released over night, 
but were ordered to return for 
further questioning. 

Oliver Hurkett’s body was found 
in Macomb County two days be- 
fore he was to have married Miss 
Alta Wolfe of Detroit.

Ohio Farmer Says He W

being beaten into insensibility when 
he resisted an attempt to initiate 
him forcibly into the Black Legion, 
was related to newspaper men to- 
day by William Smith, a 55-year-old 
farmer living in Waynesfield, 12 
miles south of here. He said the 
incident took place two months ago, 
at night, in a barn near Wapako- 
neta, O. 
His story acquired added interest 
from the circumstance that Lima is 
the home of Virgil Guy Effinger, 
former Ku Klux Klan officef® who 
was named in documents seized in 
Detroit as a regional leader of the 
Black Legion. 
Smith said that a relative, whom 
he did not name, took him and an- 
other man to the meeting place 
without telling them the purpose of 
the visit. It was not until their ar- 
rival in the barnyard that he real- 
ized the nature of the gathering. 
“Two More Recruits.’ 
“As soon as we drove up,” he 
said, “two men wearing black robes 
and black masks with skull and 
crossbones on them, stepped out, 
holding flashlights and revolvers 
My relative called out: ‘Here are 
two more recruits.’ The guards di- 
rected us into a small shed. 
“There were about 12 men in the 
poorly-lighted room and one of 


them searched us and then marcheg 
us into the barn, where there Were 
about 200 robed and hooded per 
sons. A large man in full re 
said ‘we're going to initiate you.

TO SOCIAL WORKERS 


“Let Us Remember Humanity Is 
Not Society; Humanity Is Just 
Plain Folks.”

ters at 7:30 o’clock. The verdict 
was read at 8:45 o’clock, with only 
a few spectators in the courtroom. 

W. Jack Moore, a defense lawyer, 
asked that the jurors be polled, 
and then requested several days’ 
time in which to allow Verne Lacy, 
chief defense counsel, to file a mo- 
tion for a new trial. Pierson, who 
had been at liberty on $75,000 bond 
since last July, was taken into cus- 
tody and lodged in jail. 

Witnesses for the State. 

The principal witnesses against 
Pierson were Robert H. Cotham 
and Andrew B. Meadows, employes 
of the Buckingham Realty Co., 
which operated the Buckingha:.2 
Hotel, now Hotel Kings-Way, at 
Kingshighway and- West Pine 
boulevard, and the annex, across 
the street, 


Cotham, night clerk at the Buck- 
ingham, testified that Pierson told 
him in November, 1927, that he 
wanted the annex burned for the 
insurance, and “begged” him to get 
Meadows, the night watchman, “to 
do the job.” He testified he made 
the necessary arrangements. with 
Meadows, who was promised 10 
pervcent of the insurance collected, 
and reported to Pierson. Early on 
the morning of Dec. 5, 1927, Mead- 
ows informed him “she’s off,” Co- 
tham stated, and a few minutes 
later flames were visible in the 
lower floors of the annex. 


Cotham, serving 10 years in the 
penitentiary for his part in the 
alleged arson plot, is seriously ill, 
and testified from a hospital cot 
on which he was carried into the 
courtroom. The defense questioned 
the competence of the witness, and 
introduced two physicians, who ex- 
pressed the opinion that he was of 
unsound mind. Two doctors testi- 
fied for the State that they found 
no evidence of insanity in Cotham. 

Meadows told the jury that Cot- 
ham tried to persuade him to burn 
the hotel in order that the owners 
might collect the insurance. He ad- 
mitted accepting $100 from the 
clerk before the fire and other sums 
later, but denied starting the blaze. 
Cotham testified he obtained the 
money from Pierson and passed it 
on to the night watchman. Mead- 
ows is serving a life term in the 
penitentiary for murder in connec- 
tion with the fire. 


Pierson’s Denial. 

Pierson, testifying yesterday in 
Circuit Judge James M. Douglas’ 
court, denied Cotham’s statements. 
The defendant, 58 years old and 
white-haired, was on the witness 
stand less than 10 minutes, and told 
the jury he had no connection with 
the fire, which he said he believed 
resulted from “natural causes.” A 
previous witness had testified that 
the old-style construction and elec- 
tric wiring in the annex created a 
fire hazard. 

In an effort to prove its conten- 
tion that the Buckingham Realty 
Co., which was in receiversihp, 
could not have profited through 4a 
fire, the defense called F. T. Amond, 
auditor for the receiver. He testi- 
fied that obligations exceeded the 
$295,000 fire insurance on the an- 
nex by $96,484. 

Orville Livingston, trustee in the 
Buckingham Realty Co.  bank- 
ruptcy, stated that general credi- 
tors, who are paid before stock- 
holders, had received only 16 per 
cent on their claims. Pierson was 
a minority stockholder in the realty 
company. 

State’s Interpretation. 

The State placed a different in- 
terpretation on the financial situa- 
tion, calling attention to the $140,- 
000 valuation for the ground on 
which the annex stood, and to a 
$66,000 claim the realty company 
held against an estate.

60,000,000 YEARS OLD, 
FOUND IN WEST 


Princeton Geology Professor 
Reports Digging Out Com- 
plete Fossil in Wyoming. 


By the Associated Press. 
PRINCETON, N. J., May 27. — 
Dr. Glenn L. Jepson of the geology 
department of Princeton Univer- 
sity, announced today the discov- 
ery of a complete fossil skeleton 


more than 60,000,000 years old. 

He said it was found in the Big 
Horn basin .of Wyoming by the 
1935 Scott fund expedition of the 
University, which was under his 
direction. The bones have just 
been removed from the rocky mat- 
rix in which they were embedded. 

Dr. Jepsen said the hyoid bones 
of the throat scarcely an eighth of 
an inch long and no larger in dia- 
meter than a horse hair, weer per- 
fectly preserved. The skeleton, he 
said, was that of an animal about 
the size of a small rat. Only a few 
toes were missing. 

Dr. Jepson judged from the 
length of the hind legs that the ani- 
mal was of the leaping variety sim- 
ilar to the modern !emur.

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COUNTY FAILS 10 GET 
LIQUOR LICENSE FEES 


Two-Thirds: of 1110 Dealers 
Have Not Paid—$27,140 
Loss in Revenue. 


More than two-thirds or 752 out of 
the 1110 saloons, taverns and restau- 
rants in St. Louis County licensed 
to sell beer and liquor by the State, 
are operating without a county li- 
cense, County Auditor Edwin 0. 
Harper reported to the County 
Court today. 

This condition, which Harper dis- 
covered when he was going over 
county statistics to find additional 
ways in which to raise money for 
relief needs, has resulted in the 


county’s failing to receive $27,140 
additional in revenue. Instead of 
getting $38,480 from liquor licenses, 
which it would do if all those places 
licensed by the State had county 
licenses, the county has received 
only $11,340 this year. 

Harper said he would recommend 
ways and means to collect from 
the delinquent saloon and restau- 
rant owners, including closing up 
the places which have no county 
licenses. He said that the county 
should have an excise commission- 
er to administer the law and that 
the present lax condition has re- 
sulted from the fact that there is 
no one county official directly re- 
sponsible. The County Court now 
governs the sale of liquor and beer 
licenses. 

Harper’s comparison of the sta- 
tistics of the State Supervisor of 
Liquor Control and of the County 
Court show the following: Only 
274 out of the 769 saloons licensed 
by the State to sell 3.2 beer by the 
drink have bought the $25 county 
license; 52 out of the 204 places 
licensed to sell 5 per cent beer by 
the drink have bought the $35 
county license; and only 3 of the 
13 saloons and restaurants licensed 
to sell hard liquors by the drink 
have paid the $150 county fee. 

Only 21 of the 93 stores licensed 
to sell all liquors by the package, 
in retail, have bought the $100 coun- 
ty license; and eight of the 31 stores 
licensed to sell 5 per cent beer in 
the retail package have paid the 
$15 county license. 

The county has relief funds for 
the needy unemployables only un- 
til June 1, after which it must raise 
additional money.

$283,047 for the period from Dec.

final date for which income taxes

This amount was figured, the 
company said, on the basis of an 
apportionment of mileage in Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma and Illinois, 
the other states in which the pipe- 
line operates.

Vote 18 to 6—Final House 
Action Possible This 
Week.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee voted yesterday to report favor- 
ably the substitute Guffey-Vinson 


coal contro! bill, making possible 
final House action this week. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, said the committee 
vote was 18 to 6 Other informed 
sources said both Democrats and 
Republicans were registered among 
the opponents. . 

The new measure provides for 
re-enactment of the price-fixing 
provisions of the original act, plus 
other provisions not struck down 
by the Supreme Court. 

The committee voted down a de- 
mand for public hearings on the 
measure. The fight for hearings 
was led by Representative McCor- 
mack (Dem.), Massachusetts, but 
the move was defeated, 18 to 9. 

Some members eof the committee 
were reported to have criticised the 
bill’s compliance tax of 15 per cent 
on the sale price of coal at the 
mine, contending this provision 
was “stretching the Constitution.” 

Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, a member of the com- 
mittee, said some of his colleagues 
were “trying to hypnotize them- 
selves into thinking the tax is not 
a tax but a penalty.” 

Proponents of the bill, however, 
met the criticism against the tax 
by saying the Supreme Court's ma-

Fall’s Decision and Con- 


firms Own Ruling in Cal- 
ifornia Oil Case. 


STATE’S TITLE HELD 
TO BE INVALID | 

| 
Four Refining Companies 
and Five Individuals Are. 
Denied Their Motion for | 


Rehearing. 


By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, May 27. — Once 
more overruling the decision by for- 
mer Secretary Albert B. Fall, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes announced 
today he had. confirmed his ruling 
of a year ago giving the United 
States title to $25,000,000 worth of 
oil and natural gas in the Elk Hills 
field in California. 

The late Senator Thomas Walsh 


of Montana, who conducted the Tea- 
pot Dome oil investigation, ¢intro- 
duced the legislation which had di- 
rected the Interior Department to 
recover Section 36 of the field, 

Denying the appeal of oil com- 
panies and individuals who had ob- 
tained title after it had passed to 
the State of California in 1903, Ickes 
said: “I have been abie to find no 
reason either to change my prior 
decision or to grant the motion,for 
a rehearing.” 

The petitioners were: The Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of California, Pan- 
American Petroleum Co, As 
sociated Oil Co., Valley Natural 
Gas Co., Edward L. Doheny, Mrs. 
Sydney H. Greeley, Frank J. Car- 
man, Charles O. Fairbank and 
Thomas A, O'Donnell. 

Ickes based his original decision, 
which gave the Government the 
right to claim royalties for 5,500,000 
barrels of oil and 57,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas already taken 
from the field, on the ground that 
California’s title was invalid. 

The State of California had been 
promised Sections 16 and 36 of 
each township surveyed on the pub- 
lic domain unless it was “known 
mineral land.” 

Although Fall decided in 1921 
that the oil deposits were not 
known when title passed from the 
United States, Ickes said they were 
and that in any case he could re- 
view a question of fact. 

“I cannot agree,” he said, “that 
I am bound to decide the issue of 
fact raised in this proceeding in ac- 
cordance with an erroneous and 
now thoroughly discredited and 
abandoned test of known mineral 
land merely because that test hap- 
pened to be improperly current in 
the department in 1903. I would 
not be inclined to do so in any 
case, and in this particular case 
my right to refuse virtually has 
been upheld by the Supreme 
Court.” 

Ickes referred to the Supreme 
Court’s reversal of a District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court ruling in fa- 
vor of the Standard Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia enjoining the Interior De- 
partment from attempting to re- 
cover the land. °

A. L. Burton, former town mar- | 
shal at High Springs, was in jail 
here today accused of killing «@ 
young woman whom he said he de- 
fended by killing a Negro. 

Roy D. Stubbs, Acting State's At- 
torney, indicated he would seek 
two murder indictments against 
Burton, one in the death of Miss 
Bonnie Collins, High Springs town 
clerk, and the other for the fatal 
shooting of Lee Walker, Negro. 

Burton shot Walker last Decem- 
ber in Miss Collins’ office. He as 
serted he surprised Walker after 
the Negro had struck the girl on 
the head with a wrench and was 
preparing to rob the town safe. 

Miss Collins died of a skull frac 
ture without regaining conscioys- 
ness and a Corner’s jury declared 
the killing of Walker “justifiable 
homicide” on the part of the then 
marshal. a 

After months of investigation 
warrants charging both deaths to 
Burton were issued.

NEW YORK, May 27.—George A. 
Sloan, chairman of the Consumers’ 
Goods Industries Committee, has 
made public a survey in which 
business leaders reported industry 
generally had maintained improved 
wage and hour scales since the col- 
lapse of the NRA a year ago and 
that employment was now nearing 
the 1929 level. 

“American industry generally has 
given an inspiring example of its 
determination and ability to main- 
tain and improve wage and hour 
standards,” Sloan said. Excerpts 
from the reports follow: 

Paul S. Willis, president of the 
Associated Grocery Manufacturers 
of America: “This year our indus- 
try is employing 15 per cent more 
people than in 1928. Better than 
95 per cent are maintaining same 
or higher wages and more than 85 
per cent are observing the work-

UPHELD BY JUR 


Two Relatives of Mrs. Frida 
Will, Left $5000 Each, 
Lose Suit. 


The will of Mrs. Frida Will leav- 
ing the bulk of her $288,000 estate 
to the St. Louis Altenheim, 5408 
South Broadway, was upheld by a 
jury in Circuit Judge Frank C. 
O’Malley’s court yesterday. The 
verdict, by a 9 to 3 vote, came after 
six days of testimony in the suit 
filed by her grandniece and 
nephew to void the will on the 
ground that their greataunt was 
mentally incompetent and subject 
to undue influence when she be- 
queathed them only $5000 each. 

The heirs who disputed the will 
were Charles T. Kollas, 2107 South 
Grand boulevard, and his sister, Mrs. 
Hazel Hartig, Washington, D. C. 
They introduced a number of wit- 
nesses who testified to alleged ec 
centricities of the elderly widow, 
daughter of the late Carl Kliaus- 
man, brewer. She died in 1934 at 
84 


Her will, drawn in 1924, directed 
payment of about $50,000 to friends 
and distant relatives, about $11,500 
to specific charities, and the re 
mainder, estimated at more than 
$200,000, to the Altenheim. To sus- 
tain its terms, the chief benefi- 
ciaries produced evidence, includ- 
ing testimony of two physicians 
who attended Mrs. Will, that she 
was mentally competent, physically 
sound, and was expressing her nat- 
ural wishes when she wrote the 
will. 

Testimony was introduced to 
show she was irked at the use the 
Altenheim made of a $10,000 con- 


| tribution, but proponents countered 


with evidence to show that the in- 
stitution continued as her chief in- 
terest. 

The suit was tried before Circuit 
Judge O’Malley, presiding for Cir- 
cuit Judge O’Neill Ryan, who be- 
came ill May 18 when the jury was 
being selected.

The coun- 
try finds itself face to face with 
another depression. 


Seeds of Worse Depressions, 

In the past, after a period of hard 
times, we could depend upon the 
settlement of the West, the devel- 
opment of new foreign markets and 
the rapid expansion of our popula- 
tion to revive industry. These 
forces can no longer be depended 
upon as formerly to keep the system 
going, while our gross and unjust 
inequalty of wealth, our monopoly 
prices and our growing debt struc- 
ture are sowing the seeds of more 
tragic depressions in the days 
ahead. , 

Our capitalist system is also sow- 
ing the seeds of dictatorship. As 
unemployment increases under capi- 
talism, the masses, to save them- 
selves from starvation, are com- 
pelled to make even greater de- 
mands on the Government for relief 
and for public jobs. These de- 
mands are resisted by the proper- 
tied classes, fearful of higher taxes. 
Restlessness grows. 

Demand for greater appropria- 
tions increase. The struggle be- 
tween the House of Have and the 
House of Want becomes even more 
intense. Big business seeks to deny 
the masses their constitutional 
rights. Fascist trends develop, 
trends that only a powerful and 
militant labor movement on the 
economic and political fields can 


Menace of Militarism. 
Militarism, likewise, under a de- 


menace. As unrest in- 
creases, the masters of industry 
seek to use the military forces as 
the bulwark of reaction at home. 
They support higher military bud- 
gets.

In Socialism and Socialism alone 
will we find the solution of our 
problem.

The Japanese act was in answer 
to Great Britain’s recent request to 
|Washington and Tokio for permis- 
sion to break the treaty’s limita- 
tions on destroyers. Japan wants 


to save its excess submarine ton- 
nage. 

The Japanese were understood to 
have said that if the British re- 
tained 40,000 excess tons of destroy- 
ers, Japan and the other signatories 
of the treaty should have a free 
hand in dealing with the excess 
‘tonnage they propose to retain. 

(The signatories of the London 
| naval treaty of 1930 are the United 
' States, Great Britain, Japan, 
France and Italy.) 

The answer which Fujii gave to 
the Foreign Office concerned the 
British note of May 6 in which 
Great Britain said its 40,000 tons of 
destroyers were doomed to the 
scrap heap before Dec. 31 unless 
Japan and the United States agreed 
to waive the limitations on these 
auxiliary craft. 

Fujii talked to Robert Craigie, 
Under-Secretary of Foreign Affairs, 
who was understood to have re- 
served comment. 

The move was received without 
surprise in naval circles where it 
was said that Japan was known to 
have overbuilt its submarine force 
and was primarily interested in re- 
taining the excess undersea craft 
instead of destroyers and cruisers, 
although it is generally supposed to 
have overbuilt the latter also. 

Naval authorities said they esti- 
mated Japan had about 20,000 tons 
of submarines in excess of the 52,- 
000 tons allowed signatories of the 
treaty. 

Fujii is understood not to have 
given the specific amount of ton- 
nage which Japan wants to retain. 

Authorities said that, if the de- 
stroyer, submarine and cruiser limi- 
tations were waived, the 1930 treaty 
would become a mere scrap of 
paper since it differed from the 
Washington treaty of 1922 in that 
Powers were supposed to destroy 
excess tonnage at the end of the 
treaty period rather than at the 
beginning.

The O'Malley party arrived here 
last Friday and the Lieutenant-

He was 68 years old. 

O'Malley stepped into his first 
public office in 1932 after a career 
of 44 years as a railroad man. He

He continued to divide his 
time between his duties as Lieuten- 
_ant-Governor and as a conductor

COURT ARGUMENT 


President Has More Power 
Than Hitler or Mussolini, 
Newton D. Baker, Firms’ 
Counsel, Says. 


U. S. GRANTS TO 
CITIES OPPOSED 


District of Columbia Judge 
Takes Constitutional Is- 
sues Under Advisement 
After Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—Chief 
Justice Alfred A. Wheat of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court 
promised yesterday an early deci- 
sion in an injunction suit brought 
by four utility companies to chal- 


lenge the constitutionality of the 
Public Work’s Administration’s 
$200,000,000 power program. 

He took the case under advise- 
ment after Newton D. Baker, at- 
torney for the power companies, 
had condenmed the 1935 Emer- 
gency Relief Act as an illegal dele- 
gation of congressional authority, 
“which gives the President $4,800,- 
000,000 to spend in any way he 
pleases.” 

“This statute gives the President 
more power than Hitler or Musso- 
lini,” Baker declared. “Mussolini or- 
dered Parliament to disband be- 
cause he was tired of it, but our 
President doesn’t need to do that, 
because he already has all the mon- 
ey he can possibly spend.” 

Againgt Ten Municipal Projects. 

He asked the court to forbid the 
allotment of PWA funds for the 
construction of 10 municipal power 
projects in Alabama, Texas, Okla- 
homa and Iowa. 

Competition of the proposed elec- 
tric plants, Baker said, would de- 
stroy $3,619,000 worth of utility 
company investments. 

“If Your Honor and I saw our 
houses on fire,” he said, “we would 
need more.consolation than the 
presence of the Public Works Ad- 
ministrator on the sidewalk, tell- 
ing us the blaze was in the public 


s | interest.” 


Arguing that the projects would 
merely duplicate existing equip- 
ment, Baker said that “there has 
not been one syllable of evidence to 
prove that these developments will 
have the slightest usefulness, ex- 
cept to lower rates.” 

“If this invasion of the rights of 
the states is allowed to continue,” he 
argued, “we are inescapably headed 
for a Federal bureaucracy, the in- 
efficiency and ineptitude of which 
has been known since the writing 
of our Constitution.” 

Question by Court. 

Chief Justice Wheat interrupted 
to ask: “Does a Federal loan to a 
municipality deprive the state of 
its power? I can’t quite see that.” 

Baker replied that such loans 
“undermine the public utility policy 
of the state, by giving a preference 
to some consumers which is not 
available to others.” 

“If John D. Rockefeller advanced 
the money,” he added, “the case 
would be entirely different. We are 
not dealing. with the whim of an 
individual, but with our own Gov- 
ernment, which is forbidden by the 
Constitution to do these things.” 

Baker drew on his own experi- 
ence as Secretary of War under 
President Wilson to show that Con- 
gress had never before turned lump 
sum appropriations over to the 
executive. 

“Even in war time, Congress 
guarded its power over the purse, 
and insisted on telling us just how 
many horse blankets or how many 
pistols we should buy,” he said. “If 
anyone had told me then that Con- 
gress would. some day give the 
President $4,800,000,000 and tell him 
to use it as he pleased, I would 
have thought one of us insane.” 

Argument by PWA Counsel. 

Earlier, Jerome Frank, PWA 
counsel, defended the municipal 
power projects as a legitimate 
means of breaking up private utility 
monopolies. 

“These firms have no right to 
complain of competition by the 
Government or by anyone else,” he 
said. “The courts have no duty to 
protect a monopoly by any per- 
son or any corporatiort.” 

He denied that PWA was uncon- 
stitutional under a recent ruling of 
the Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which held Re 
settlement Administration housing 
projects invalid. Agreeing that both 
activities were financed by the 1935 
relief act, he contended that the 
measure gave the President “spe- 
cific instructions” in regard to 
public works, but not in regard 
to housing.

COMMITTEE APPROVES. 
$7 364 000 000 BILL 


Deficiency | Measure Turns 
Over $1,425,000,000 to 
Roosevelt for Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
today approved a relief appropria- 
tion of $1,425,000,000 to be turned 
over directly to President Roose- 
velt, with authority for PWA to use 
an additional $300,000,000 to carry 
on heavy construction. 

The committee approved the $2,- 
364,000,000 deficiency appropriation 
containing the relief fund. It add- 
ed some items to the measure as 
it passed the House, but these were 
not tabulated immediately. 

The action made it possible for 
the Senate to begin debate on the 
measure tomorrow. 

Committee members disagreed 
over how much discretion would be 
placed in the President’s hands in 
expending the $1,425,000,000, but 
some felt the purpose for which 
the money could be spent were 
clearly stated in the bill. 

Activities of Rexford G. Tugwell’s 
Resettlement Administration would 
be sharply curtailed under the 
measure, committee members said. 
Of the $1,425,000,000 voted for the 
President, $85,500,000 was earmarkd 
for loans and relief to farmers, but 
none for purchase of land. 

President Roosevelt has said he 
would allot to the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration enough of the fund to 
continue its activities on a reduced 
scale. 

A Republican move to turn re- 
lief administration back to the 
states, and requier them to put up 
18 per cent of the cost, was voted 
down without a record ballot. 

Under the committee’s arrange- 
ment for Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes’ Public Works Administra- 
tion, $300,000,000 would be available 
from his present loan fund for 
grants to local political subdivisions, 
leaving $150,000,000 in the revolving 
fund for loans. 

A move to permit the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to make 
additional loans was voted down. 

An amendment was added to the 
bill on motion of Senator Byrnes 
(Dem.), South Carolina, to prohibit 
barring World War veterans from 
relief because of possession of 
bonus certificates or bonds  ex- 
change for certificates.

NEW YORK, May 27.—Four per- 
sons have been arrested, charged 
with various offenses, including at- 
tempted murder and intimidation of 
witnesses, in the Luciano vice trial, 
special Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey 
disclosed today. 

Dewey admitted that Samuel 
Kornbluth, a lawyer, had been ar- 
rested, but declined to make public 
the names of the other three per- 
sons taken into custody. 

Kornbluth, it was charged, con- 
fronted a woman witness in the 
trial of Charles Luciano and nine 
others charged with operating a 


vice syndicate, and endeavored to 


persuade her to change her testi- 
mony. 
was arrested on complaint of Thurs- 
ton Green, an attorney on Dewey’s 
staff. 

Since the trial began more than 
50 of the 90 women arrested by 
Dewey in vice raids last February 
have testified at the trial. Dewey 
said Kornbluth would be charged 
with subornation of perjury.

Says He Does Not Intend on 
Trip to Steal Show From 
G. O. P. Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told newspaper men 


yesterday he would talk history— 
not politics—on his tour of Arkan- 
sas, Texas, Indiana and perhaps 
Kentucky, beginning June 8&8. 

Mr. Roosevelt was prompted to 
tal about his coming trip by a 
reporter who asked if it were true 
that he intended to steal the show 
away from the Republican National 
Convention by making speeches just 
as that conclave got under way. 

The President replied in the nega- 
tive and then explained the West- 
ern trip was planned months ago. 
He said he wanted it to fit in with 
latest plans te do some sailing off 
Campobello Island, New Brunswick, 
where the Roosevelts maintain a 
summer home. 

He repeated he would leave here 
June 8 unless something happens 
necessitating his presence in Wash- 
ington and would make his first 
speech in Little Rock June 10. This, 
he said, will touch on the early 
history of Arkansas, since the occa- 
sion is the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the State’s entry into the 
Union. The same will hold true in 
his speeches in Dallas and in Vin- 
cennes, Ind., he said. He will re- 
turn. here June 15. 

The President said he would visit 
the San Jacinto battlefield at Hous- 
ton, Tex., and lay a wreath at the 
Alamo in San Antonio, June lI, 
and speak in Dallas the next day 
on Texas history. The Lone Star 
State will be celebrating the cen- 
tennial of independence from 
Mexico. 

In Vincennes, the President will 
dedicate a memorial to George 
Rogers Clark, Northwest explorer. 

The. speech in Kentucky will be 
at one of three or four historic 
spots, he said, but it has not been 
decided whether to visit that State 
on the way to Texas or on the re- 
turn journey.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—An ad-

day when the Commerce Commit- 
tee decided on a favorable report 
on a resolution that would author- 
ize a new engineers’ study of the 
two proposals, and, if a favorable 
report is made to* the President, 
an immediate allocation of $19,000,- 

000 for continuing work. 

Senator Vandenburg (Rep.), 
Michigan, who led the original fight 
against the projects, immediately 
announced his intention of oppos- 
ing the resolution. He said: 

“If this administration at the mo- 
ment when it is sweating over the 
job of extracting $600,000,000 more 
from the taxpayers is prepared to 
waste one-third of that amount on 
two utterly uneconomic projects 
I'm perfectly willing to let Con- 
gress vote and the people decide 
whether to approve this sort of in- 
defensible exploitation, extrava- 
gance and recklessness.”

BOB EHRHARDT 
GAINS VICTORY 
IN DECATHLON 
FOR 2ND TIME 


Robert Ehrhardt, sophomore, 
won Washington University’s an- 
nual decathlon finished yesterday 
with 6630.249 points. It was the 
second time that he has captured 
the event. Jimmy Johnson, who 
won three years ago, Was second 
with 6090.794 points; Ernest Ohlem 
was third with 5881.669 points, and 
Harrison Johnson, fourth, with 
5481.301 points. 

Ehrhardt was at his best in the 
running events and in those four 
events he bettered the times made 
by James Bausch in winning the 
1832 Olympic decathion title, but 
his efforts in the field events were 
far below Bausch’s in most events. 

Here is how they compare in the 
running events: 100-meter dash, 
Bausch, 11.7 seconds, Ehrhardt, 
11.3 seconds; 400-meter dash, 
Bausch, 54.2 seconds; Ehrhardt, 
51.6 seconds; 110-meter hurdles, 
Bausch, 16.2 seconds; Ehrhardt, 
15.4 seconds; 1500-meter run, 
Bausch, 5 minutes 17 seconds; Ehr-

But when the field events are 
compared, it can be seen why 
Bausch won the Olympic cham- 
Pionship. Javelin throw, Bausch, 
203 feet 1* inches; Ehrhardt, 140 
feet 4% inches; pole vault, Bausch, 
13 feet 1% inches; Ehrhardt, 10 
feet 8 inches; broad jump, Bausch,

On his times in the running 
events, Ehrhardt has a chance for 
a place on the Olympic decathlon 
team, but unless he can better his 
field event marks, he wouldn't 
have a chance.

Dr. Sun Yat-sen and His 
Teachings Deleted—Chi- 
nese Nationalistic Aims 
Omitted.

SHANGHAI, May 20.—The teach- 
ings of*Dr. Sun Yat-sen, which are 
incorporated in textbooks used 
throughout China, have been deleted 
from textbooks recently revised for 
primary schools of the Autonomous 
Government of East Hopei, founded 
under Japanese inspiration last 
Nov. 25. 

The new textbooks, revised by the 
new government in co-operation 
with the “Japanese-Manchukua Cul- 
ural Association,” omits references 
to Chinese aspiration for a unified 
national government and eventual 
abolition of the system of extrater- 
ritoriality prevailing in the treaty 
ports. Nankin is not referred to 
as the national capital of China, 
and no mention is made of the Na- 
tional Government or of the Five 
Yuan (Council) political system.

Twenty-one Demands, “National 
Humiliations,” “Promotion of the 
Uses of the Chinese Native Prod- 
ucts,” “History of the National Flag,” 
“Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s Escape from Lon- 
don,” “Chinese Climate” and “Chi- 
nese Geography” have been omitted. 


“Our Country Deleted.” 

The use of “our country” has been 
barred from all textbooks, and sub- 
stituted by the word “China.” The 
four northeastern provinces are def- 
initely called independent. Much 
publicity is given to the Chinese ter- 
ritories which have now declared 
“autonomy,” characterized as “gov- 
ernments for the welfare of the 
people.” 

All other lessons dealing with the 
history, spirit, language and strug- 
gles of the Chinese . people are 
stricken out. All photographs or 
illustrations depicting “national hu- 
miliations,” “Dr. Sun and his Party 
Principles,” “National Defense and 
Airplanes,” and “Production and 
Promotion of Chinese Native Goods” 
likewise are deleted. 

In lesson ten, of volume two, of 
“Common Knowledge” the original 
subject was “In Memory of Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen.” It has been altered to 
“Cleanliness in Classrooms.” The 
lesson on “Chinese Native Products 
and Patriotism” has given way to 
“Increase of Production;” “Salva- 
tion of China by Peaceful Fights” 
becomes “Commercial Ports and 
Foreign Concessions.” 

Edison New Topic. 

“The Life of Dr. Edison, a Sci- 
entist’” has been innocuously substi- 
tuted for “The Future of China,” a 
chapter which dealt with the so- 
called unequal treaties. In volume 
eight, lesson 33, the original sub- 
ject was “Election and Recall.” 
This subject has been supplanted 
by a treatise on East Hopei, which 
“prevents the spread of Commun- 
ism” and which “adopts the auton- 
omous government.” This chapter 
distorts Chinese history by indi- 
cating that the erection of the 
Great Wall by the ancient Chinese 
rulers was a measure against the 
spread of Communism into China, 
and the opening of the Grand Ca- 
nal was for the purpose of adopt- 
ing an autonomous government in 
eastern Hopei. 

Lesson 37 expounds the teachings 
of Confucius, which are character- 
ized as “benevolent.” 

American educators in Peiping 
and other North China cities under 
the jurisdiction of the Hopei-Char- 
har Political Council, inaugurated 
last December as the result of Jap 
anese military pressure, fear that 
a revision of textbooks according 
to the Japanese interpretation of 
“Pan-Asianism” may be demanded 
by the Japanese soon. 

Dr. J. Leighton Stuart, American 
president of Yenching University 
in Peiping, returning to China re- 
| cently from a trip to the United 
States to raise a fund for education 
in China, recently said that “to 
raise money in America now is ex- 
tremely difficult; first, because of 
the remaining traces of the depres- 
sion, and second, because the 
Yenching University is believed to 
be within a ‘danger zone.’” 

Should Japanese influence domi- 
nate the educational systems of 
North China, it is probable that 
many foreign and Chinese institu- 
tions of higher learning will remove 
from Peiping and establish them- 
selves in other sections of China 
where they may maintain scholastic 
independence.

COAL SHED IN E. ST. LOUIS

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French Plane Builders —

2000 Metal Workers Throw Down Tools — 
Some Return to Jobs When 
Demands Are Granted. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 27.—France’s avia- 
tion industry was obstructed today 
by a strike of more than 2000 met- 
allurgists. The workers threw down 


their tools last night and announced 
they would occupy the factories, 
but refuse to work, until their de- 
mands for wage increases, a 44 
hour week and vacations with pay 
were met, 

The strike involved workers in 
the Villa Coublay, Nieuport, Saut- 
ter Harle and La Valette factories. 
Workers in three Villa Coublay fac- 
tories resumed work later when 
their demands were granted. 

More than 2000 workers of the 
Hotchkiss motor factory also went 
on strike last night, but they re- 
sumed work today when the com- 


pany granted their demands for in- 
creased wages. 

The strikes were carried out with- 
out any sign of disorder. In some 
of the factories, strikers and sym- 
pathizers sang the “Internationale.” 

News of the airplane factory 
walkout aroused great interest in 
Paris where a Leftist Government 
will assume power in June under 
the Socialist leader, Leon Blum, 
but informed sources agreed it was 
the result of disagreement over 
working conditions rather than the 
political situation. 

Police and factory executives 
agreed no force would be used to 
attempt evacuation of the plants 
so long as no sabotage were com- 
mitted. A conference between rep- 
resentatives of strikers and employ- 
ers was arranged for tonight.

missing motor vessel Girl Pat and 
a tale of Capt. Kidd’s loot, deepened 
when the 25-ton boat bobbed up on 
the African west coast, only to van- 
ish just as suddenly. : ‘ 
Lloyd’s agents, who have kept a 
sea eye out for the Girl Pat in many 
ports since early April, reported 
yesterday it had reached Dakar, 
Senegal, with its food and water 
gone and its mate ready for a 
hospital. But last night, Lioyd’s was 
informed the ship suddenly put out 
again to sea after the skipper an- 
nounced he wanted to try the en- 
gines. It took on fresh water, food 


and fuel. The Girl Pat has led 
owners and underwriters a merry 
chase over many leagues and fath- 
oms. 

The British consul boarded the 
craft last night, inviting the skip- 
per to call at the consulate with 
his papers, but the skipper hastily 
put out to sea. Today Chief Offi- 
cer Stone disclosed the ship had 
been raided by Spaniards while it 
was stranded off Cape Rio De Oro. 
The fact that the Girl Pat took on 
enough fuel for a 2000 mile voyage 
led to the belief it may be bound 
for the South Seas. 

The owners assert that the fish- 
ermen who manned the boat, ran 
away with it to search for $15,- 
000,000 in gold which the pirate 
Capt. Kidd is reputed to have 
buried in the Salvage Islands. 

Lloyd's agents in the Canary 
Islands previously had reported the 
ship eighted off the Salvages, 
which lie about 180 miles south of 
Madeira. Dakar, westernmost tip 
of Africa, is many miles farther 
south. 

Charges of barratry, or marine 
theft, had been lodged by the own- 
ers and Scotland Yard had been 
asked to consult the admiralty on 
‘sending a warship to chase the 
treasure hunters. 

The Cruise of the Girl Pat. 
, The Girl Pat left Grimsby, sup- 
posedly bound for the North Sea 
fishing grounds on a regular trip 
for its owners. 

Ten days later, however, the ves- 
sel appeared suddenly at the port 
of Corcubion, on the northwest 
coast of Spain. There, Chief En- 
gineer G. F. Jefferson was left 
ashore and the craft once more 
put to sea, destination unknown, 
leaving behind an unpaid $1175 
bill for supplies and repairs. 

By that time the owners had giv- 
en up the craft for lost, but learned 
from aé friend who saw Capt. 
George Osborne a few hours be- 
fore he sailed that the skipper had 
told him: “Well, good-by. You'll 
never see us again. If we get back 
to England from the place we're 
going, it will not be for at least 
seven years.” 

Captain Gets Treasure Maps. 

Another former shipmate, said: 
“Osborne often said he would like 
to sail away with his pals to some 
distant island and live the life of 
Robinson Crusoe.” 

Still another said the skipper 
urged him to join the expedition, 
flourishing a revolver and saying, 
“You'll have to take one of these 
along. We'll need them where we're 
going.” 

Also before departing, Osborne 
consulted an old mariner who had 
visited the Salvages on previous 
treasure hunting expeditions. From 
him he received maps and charts 
of the island region where Kidd’s 
supposed buried treasure and an- 
other big hoard of gold, lost when 
a Spanish vessel foundered 20 
years ago, have lured numerous ad- 
venturers. 

The Girl Pat, valued at $20,000

36 MEXICAN REBELS 
KILLED BY SOLDIER 


Insurrection Virtually: Put 
Down in Guanajuato 
and Durango. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. ¥., May 27.—Three 
fights between troops and insur- 
gents in which 36 rebels were 
killed, reports to the War Depart- 
ment said today, virtually ended an 
insurrection in the states of Guana- 
juato and Durango. 

Military commanders of the states 
reported they won decisive encoun- 
ters in which 34 rebels and one sol- 
dier were killed yesterday. Two in- 


surgents were killed in Guanajuato 
in skirmishes Monday. - 

In a third state, Jalisco, troops 
beat cautiously through thickly 
wooded hills in pursuit of 30 men 
who waylaid a bus Sunday, killed 
13 persons and wounded seven. 

The Guanajuato and Durango 
fights raised to more than 50 the 
number of rebels killed in those 
states recently. 

In Guanajuato, Gen. Ernesto 
Aguirre. Colorado reported, troops 
of the Nineteenth and Thirty-first 
Regiments surprised rebels headed 
by the locally notorious leader, Ca- 
milo Ramirez Argot, known as The 
Rabbit, near Irapuato, and routed 
them after four hours of stiff 
fighting. . 

Fleeing, the insurgents left 22 
dead, and horses, arms and sup- 
plies. Among the dead was The 
Rabbit. Official reports said his 
head was cut off by civilians and 
carried in triumph to the villages 
he once terrorized. 

The Government troops lost one 
man in that engagement. 

The Durango rebels, reported to 
have been headed by one Francisco 
Vazquez, fell into an ambush which 
the troops laid for them on Que- 
brada Hill and, after fighting for 
three hours, finally fled. They left 
12 dead, arms, horses and food. A 
new submachine gun was reported 
to have been among the abandoned 
arms. 

The War Department sent word 
of the battles to President Car- 
denas, on vacation in Morelos. 

The Jalisco conflict came just 24 
hours after army officials in the 
state capital, Guadalajara, an- 
nounced an amnesty would be 
granted to all insurgents who sur- 
rendered. 

Informed sources were inclined 
to attribute the rebel activities to 
local political feuds. 

Five fights had been reported 
previously from Durango and Guan- 
ajuato in the last two weeks. 


13 KILLED WHEN BANDITS 
ATTACK TRAIN IN MANCHOUKUO 


Two Japanese Officers Among 
Victims in 40-Minute Fight 
Near Eastern Frontier.

HARBIN, Manchoukuo, May 27. 
—Domet (Japanese) News Agency 
correspondents report the killing of 
at least 13 persons in a fight yes- 
terday between bandits and train 
guards near Mulin, close to the 
Eastern frontier of Manchoukuo. 

Many persons were wounded. The 
dead included two Japanese offi- 
cers, one soldier, one passenger, 
three Koreans and six Manchuri- 
ans. 

The bandits halted the train yes- 
terday afternoon and fought 40 
minutes with the train guards.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Deny- 
ing the truth of specific charges 
which Arthur M. Curtis, Republican 
National Committeeman from Mis- 
souri, insisted were proof of his 


claim that the WPA in Missouri is 
dominated by the Pendergast poli- 
tical machine, Harry L. Hopkins, 
WPA Administrator, replied last 
night in a sharp letter characteriz- 
ing the Curtis’ attack as “solely for 
political purposes.” 

Hopkins’ letter treated the 
charge made by Curtis with open 
contempt. On Saturday Curtis sent 
to Hopkins affidavits and sworn 
statements telling of the discharge 
of WPA workers in Sedalia, Mo., 
for their political affiliations and 
describing how WPA _ workers 
throughout the State were solicited 
for subscriptions to a Democratic 
Magazine by canvassers who were 
armed with copies of a letter of 
indorsement from “Boss” Pender- 
gast. 

In his reply Hopkins says of the 
latter charge: 

“If workers in the WPA choose 
to subscribe to a magazine, they 
certainly have the same right to 
do that as they have to buy a radio 
or washing machine. This is surely 
neither your affair nor mine.” 

Charges concerning the magazine, 
the Democratic Review, were made 
by George Bartholomaets of Jef- 
ferson City, who was supplanted as 
editor after the magazine received 
the “100 per cént indorsement” of 
Pendergast. According to Bartho- 
lomaeus, nearly 1500 WPA workers 
signed up for subscriptions at $1.50 
each, which were to be taken out 
of their next Government pay 
check. 

“Political Attack.” 

“If the charges made in your 
letter to me of May 21, 1936, which 
you say ‘trickle in’ to you from 
your political friends, represent the 
basis of your political attack on 
me, you are traveling on pretty thin 
ice,” Hopkins said in his letter. 

“Apart from the political billings- 
gate, which occupies most of your 
letter, the specific charges you 
make are in each and every in- 
stance untrue; and I am sure from 
reading your note that you made no 
effort to check up on the truth of 
the charges you make, which must 
indicate that they were made solely 
for political purposes, 

“I note that your letter comes to 
me via the Republican National 
Committee and mailed from Wash- 
ington, which fact lends further 
color to the conviction that this 
document represents political mud- 
slinging, so that the question of 
whether or not the alleged facts 
were true obviously concerns you 
very little.” 

Although Hopkins’ letter was giv- 
en out by the WPA press division 
last night and was given wide 
publicity in Eastern newspapers, 
Curtis said he had just received it 
this morning. He promised a state- 
megt commenting on the letter 
later in the day. 

Ignores One of Points. 

In his reply, Hopkins ignored one 
of the points Curtis had made con- 
cerning the latge number of local 
WPA officials who were delegates 
to a recent Greene Coynty Demo- 
cratic convention at Springfield. 
Curtis listed 15 officials and six 
wives of officials as attending the 
convention. 

Answering the other charges, 
Hopkins denied that Mrs. Harriet 
C. Samuels of Joplin was dis- 
charged from her WPA job be- 
cause of politics. He gave illness as 
the cause of her removal from the 
rolls. : 

“It further develops,”. said the 
WPA administrator, “that Mrs. 
Samuels’ husband is: working at a 
full-time job, and that she is not 
in need of employment. I under-

SENATE COMMITTEE WANTS 
SILICOSIS INQUIRY PUT OFF 


Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—Post- 
ponement until -he next session of 
Congress of a proposed inquiry ‘nto 
the prevalence of silicosis and oth- 
er diseases in metal mines was 


recommended by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor yes- 
terday. 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, introduced the resolution call- 
ing for appointment of a joint com- 
mittee to investigate conditions in 
metal mining. 

Murray presented a report say- 
ing it had been found silicosis oc- 
curs not only in metalliferous min- 
ing but also in coal mining and 
tunneling. 

He added the Department of La- 
bor started a broad inquiry into 
the causes of silicosis, and means 
for controlling and preventing the 
disease. In view of the “disorgan- 
ized state of information on this sil- 
icosis problem,” he recommended 
his resolution go over until the next 
session. 

Murray said the committee also 
thought there are Constitutional 
questions involved that would have 
to be considered in proposed legis- 
lation. 


SOVIET LARGE FAMILY ‘BONUS’ 
HAILED AS PROSPERITY SIGN 


For First Time Since Revolution 

Permission to Hold Down Size 

Is Revoked. 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 27.—Soviet Rus- 
sia’s official press hailed the news 
of Government premiums for large 
families as proof that~ an era of 
prosperity has arrived. 

Permission for families to hold 
down the number of their children, 
in effect since the Red revolution, 
was revoked completely by a decree 
made public last night. Such prac- 
tices now are to become criminal 
acts, for which severe punishment 
is prescribed. 

The press explained that regula- 
tions allowing a wide latitude in 
such matters were passed in a time 
of stress, when the country and the 
people were in poor economic con- 
dition. 

But in the last few months the 
Government has been telling the 
populace life has “become more 
joyous.” Hence, large families, 
which up till now have been con- 
sidered a luxury, now have come 
within the means of the people at 
large.

ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY 
ON CONQUEST OF ETHIOPIA 


He Notes No Christian Voice Was 
Raised in Italy Against 
Use of Poison Gas. 
LONDON, May 27.—The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury today voiced 
“grevious disappointment that no 
Christian voice was heard in Italy 
to remonstrate. against the use of 
barbarous poison gas poured out 
not only on combatants but on de- 
fenseless men, women and chil- 
dren” in the Italian-Ethiopian war. 
The Archbishop said. he consid- 


ered the international situation 
“more restless, more confused, and 
more pregnant with danger to the 
establishment of peace than at any 
time within our memory.” 

In an address opening a church 
convocation, he said confusion and 
danger were “more notorious and 
more widely spread even than in 
the days before the great war.” 


The world, the Archbishop de- 


clared, “is sufferjng the bitterest 
of all humiliations, the humilia- 
tions of impotence” in the face of 
“a great wrong committed by a 
European Power against an al- 
most’ defenseless African people.” 


NEW ‘LIVING BUDDHA’ 
REPORTED DISCOVERED 


Two-Year Quest Ends After 
Tibetan Priests Study Sur- 
face of Sacred Lake. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, May 27.—Dispatches 
from the forbidden kingdom of Ti- 
bet reported today a new Dalai 
Lama, or “Living” Buddha,” was 
discovered in the Han Jen district, 
northeast of Lhasa, after a search 
of more than two years. 

The new Buddha was believed, 
the Tibetan advices said, to be a 
reincarnation of the thirteenth 
Dalai Lama, who died Dec. 17, 1933. 

The Dalai Lama is the spiritual 
and temporal ruler of Tibet. Tibet- 
ans believe their “living god” is im- 
mortal and that when he dies, his 
attributes are handed down to a 
child: born about the time of his 
death. 

Tibetan monks and professional 
“diviners” have been searching for 
the reincarnated Dalai Lama 
ever since the death of the previous 
ruler. Reports received earlier 
from Lhasa said the omens were 
favorable for an early finding of 
the new “Living Buddha.” 

The Tibetan new year began in 
February under auspicious circum- 
stances, reports said. Spiritual au- 
thorities sent a deputation of high 
priests, sages, monks and philoso- 
phers to the sacred Chugkhorgyae 
Lake, east of Lhasa, near which 
the first Dalai Lama was born, to 
contemplate images reflected on 
the surface. 

The lake gazers were reported 
successful in their quest for indi- 
cations which might lead to discov- 
ery of a new Pontiff. Visions of a 
house wearing the mysterious 
words “a ka ma” appeared, thought 
to bear some relation to the name 
of the parents of the future Dalai 
Lama. 

The populace was instructed then 
to join in the search for the house 
and the child. 

The present spiritual leader of 
Tibet, the Panchen Lama, has been 
living in exile in China for the last 
12 years. 

He would be unable to go back 
to assume his duties as tutor to his 
reported new “reincarnated broth- 
er’ because no invitation has been 
extended to him. 

Since the death of the late Dalai 
Lama under mysterious circum- 
stances at Lhasa, affairs of state 
have been in the hands of the tem- 


poral regent, Jechen Hutukehtu.

| The Machine Speaks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent address in St. Louis, Dr. 

Harold G. Moulton, president of the 
Brookings Institution, again came for- 
ward with some pertinent facts relative 
to our national economy. He is not en- 
ticed by the popular fancy that high prices 
are essential to a healthy growth of our 
economic system. 

It is helpful to view our national econ- 
omy as one great factory in the opera- 
tion of which there can be no financial 
profit if the income of those engaged 
in it is low relative to the prices they 
are required to pay. 

In factory operation, it is well known 
that there are two kinds of charges 
against production, fixed and variable. 
Fixed charges include interest on the 
capital invested, of which the cost of the 
machine is part. Its modern widespread 
use has greatly increased fixed charges 
relative to variable charges. 

What are the implications? The ma- 
chine may say to its owner: “You have 
put me to work to reduce unit costs. I 
cannot bring you lower costs unless you 
keep me working to full capacity. This 
means that you must find a broad and 
intensive market for what I produce. 
But you cannot find this market unless 
you pass on to the consumer the lower 
costs which I am prepared to bring you 
only as you keep me b In employ- 
ing men, you have placed yourself in a 
predicament. Your profits, if any, must 
come, not from a limited production at 
high prices, but from a high production 


at low prices.” 


What will be the ultimate result? No- 
body knows. But the rights of men will 
not be denied. We can vision for the 
future, then, machines or no machines, 
that these millions of unemployed whom 
we pity will come into their own; that 
an age of plenty will come in which the 
means to consume will fairly balance our 
present wonderful means to produce; 
that the punishment of poverty will van- 
ish from this fair continent.

THE MUNICIPAL BANKRUPTCY DECISION. 

The minority, in our judgment, had the better of 
the argument in the 6-to-4 decision of the United 
State Supreme Court overthrowing the Municipal 
Bankruptcy Act of 1934. 

Taking notice of the fact that more than 2000 
jocal government units were in default at the outset 
of 1934, Congress passed a law extending Federal 
bankruptcy facilities to financially distressed local 
governments. Actually, relief was indirect for the 
most part, rather than direct. The “salutary effect” 
of the law on bondholders is said to have enabled 
many of the larger cities to refinance without going 
to court. To April 30, only 16 refinancing plans had 
been approved under the law: 12 for irrigation, drain- 
age, reclamation and levee districts, three for towns 
and one for the small city of Gillespie, ll. A wa- 
ter improvement district in Cameron County, Tex., 
provided the test case. 

The view of the court majority prevails, but this 
does not preclude agreement with the reasoning of 
the four-Judge minority. Justice Cardozo presented 
a sounder case, it seems to us, than did Justice Mc- 
Reynolds. We appreciate the latter’s concern for 
the Federal system, yet find that the law in question 
afforded no threat to state and local independence. 
As Justice Cardozo pointed out, use of the law was 
purely optional with the defaulting unit. To adjust 
its indebtedness under the law, a community had to 
agree on a plan of reorganization, obtain approval 
by two-thirds to three-fourths of the bondholders and 
be assured by a court that its plan was equitable 
and workable. 

To hold that this purpose, as Justice Cardozo said, 
“must be thwarted because of a supposed affront to 
the dignity of a state, though the state disclaims 
the affront and is doing all it can to keep the law 
alive, is to make dignity a doubtful blessing.” 

It is noteworthy that in this case, Chief Justice 
Hughes was found on the same side as Justices Bran- 
deis, Stone and Cardozo. _The line-up adds to the 
evidence furnished by other recent cases—the NRA, 
TVA, “hot oil,” Frazier-Lemke, railroad \ pensions, 
Humphrey and gold-clause cases—that there is no 
hard-and-fast alignment of “liberals” and “conserva- 
tives” on the Supreme bench. 
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STILL THE JEWELED HAPSBURGS. 

A distressing story was told a short time ago about 
the reduced circumstances of the once-proud Haps- 
burgs. The former Empress Zita and her family may 
not yet. have omitted breakfast, but their table pro- 
vides the scanty fare of slender means cautiously 
budgeted, and Prince Otto, in whom the royalists see 
the renaissance of the Vienna that dined and danced 
and sang and was the gayest of all the gay capitalse— 
Prince Otto, though he lives sumptuously in dreams, 
exists in factual poverty. 

Another line of that ancient house seems more hap- 
pily situated in the vanished glory. Thrones topple, 
but romance rides rosily on. The princely son of 
that Archduke Ferdinand who found death and im- 
mortality at Serajevo comes into the news as a bride- 
groom, “in a setting of imperialistic splendor,” and his 
gifts to hig. bride are a diamond tiara and a diamond 
and sapphire bracelet. A Styrian castle awaits the 
return from the honeymoon. 

So, after the centuries of pomp and circumstance, 
the Hapsburgs still talk in the accents of diamonds 
and sapphires. 
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The most rampant New Dealer must admit that 
the Supreme Court is a knockout. 
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ANOTHER DAWES PROPHECY. 

Charles G. Dawes, it will be recalled, predicted in 
December, 1934, that the depression would end in 
June or July, 1935, with the revival of the durable- 
goods industries. There is some difference of opinion 
as to whether this happened, but Mr. Dawes himself 
fas no doubts. Last September, he jubilantly de- 
clared, in effect, “I told you so,” and pointed for 
confirmation to the rising figures for steel produc- 
tion (not, however, to the unemployment statistics). 

Mr. Dawes again has donned the prophet’s robes, 
and this time has scanned the field of foreign atf- 
fairs. Viewing Mussolini’s conquest of Ethiopia and 
Hitier’s reoccupation of the Rhineland, he told the 
Chicago Association of Commerce that these events, 


far trom making a certainty of coming war, have 
finally brought an attitude in the respective pub- 
lic sentiments of the European nations which 
should result in a series of settlements making 
for an enduring period of peace in Europe, cov- 
ering decades. 


As to Hitler’s Rhineland march, he became even 
more specific and optimistic; This action, he said, 
“will bring about an adjustment of vital differences 
between France and Germany. .. .” The reign of 
peace, in his opinion, will come because the peoples 
of Europe realize the danger of war if adjustments 
are not made, and these will be made because “the 
sun of common sense is slowly rising on the Euro- 
pean horizon.” 

No one can say that Mr. Dawes, at a time when 
observers are prophesying all sorts of calamities for 
Europe, lacks the courage of his predictions. His 
is by far the happiest inference that has been drawn 
from the whole scrambled scene. Should his oracular 
utterances be fulfilled, he would be a prophet hon- 
ored with hosannahs and incense in his own and al] 
other countries.

Socialites. 
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AN INCENTIVE TO CROW-HUNTING. 

Up in Saskatchewan, someone has conceived a nov- 
el idea to encourage the hunting of crows, whose 
numbers in many localities increase enormously year 
by year and whose depredations upon farmers’ grain 
fields and the nests of other species of irds are 
making them a major menace, Saskatchewan is par- 
ticularly concerned about the raids of crows on the 
nests of wild ducks. 

The idea is to band about 80 crows and to offer 
cash prizes in the amount of $2000 to those who kill 
them. One of the 80 crows will reward the hunter 
with a prize of $500. Two others have prices of $250 
each on their heads. Others wil) be worth a bounty 
of $100, and so on down the line. One sportsman has 
donated a gold medal to be awarded to the person 
who turns in the greatest number of crow feet dur- 
ing the season. 

We present the idea to the Missouri Game and 
Fish Commission. The crow population in Mis- 
sourl has grown to enormous proportions for lack 
of a persistent and effective campaign against them. 
Here and there, a farmer or a sportsman wages a 
losing battle against the black marauder, but for the 


most part he is permitted to live and thrive and 


multiply. With the incentive of a large bounty for 
the hunter who kis a banded crow, many thousands 
of the birds would be destroyed, to the great benefit 
of other forms of wild life. Here is a chance for the 
Game and Fish Commission, at a comparatively smal] 
expenditure, to strike a real blow for conservation. 
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EXPOSING THE BLACK LEGION. 

Vigilante orders occasionally rise in this country 
to take law and order into their own hands, and to 
enforce the arbitrary rulings of their leaders by vio- 
lence. One of these is now being exposed in Detroit, 
after the wanton killing of a young WPA worker 
because, in the reported words of one of his execu- 
tioners, he “knew too much” about the secrets’ of the 
order, called the Black Legion. The organization ap- 
parently is similar to the Ku Klux Klan, which came 
to wield considerable power a dozen or so years ago 
and succumbed after its bloody record was exposed 
in much the same fashion. 

Many of these secret vigilante groups exist merely 
as rackets, enabling their leaders to profit hugely 
from dues and the sale of regalia. The Black Legion 
has the usual mumbo-jumbo of ritual, and also a pro- 
gram of punishing its opponents and allegedly of 
seeking to take over the national Government. The 
latter, and the claims of large membership, may be 
liberally discounted. The serious aspect is in the 
band’s alleged perpetration of floggings, bombings 
and murders, 

The Detroit and Michigan authorities are display- 
ing praiseworthy energy in ferreting out the crimes 
of this hooded order and rounding up the persons 
resporsible. 


A WARNING ABOUT SILVER. 

Some sound advice is given to Congress by 82 econ- 
omists and financial authorities; to-wit, that “all sil- 
ver purchases under the Silver Purchase Act of June 
19, 1934, be stopped immediately and the act be re- 
pealed.” The protestants, who include many persons 
distinguished in their field, sum up what hag been 
said many times since the Silver Act took effect: 
“The program not only serves no useful purpose, but, 
on the contrary, is both wasteful and harmful.” 

The attempt to corner the world silver market has 
cost this country millions of dollars. Instead of ful- 
filling the prediction that it would greatly increase 
trade with the Orient, the act has resulted in a 50 
per cent drop in exports to China. That country has 
gone through a distastrous financial panic as a direct 
result of the policy. The goal set up by the act—con- 
tinued purchase of silver until the amount held 
equaled one-third of the total gold reserve—actually 
is more remote than at the beginning, because of the 
huge gold imports in the last few years. Beneficiaries 
have been a mere handful of silver producers in the 
Western states, whose advantage has been at the ex- 
pense of the people as a whole. 

Good as is the advice given by the economists, 
practical difficulties will work against its acceptance. 
Secretary Morgenthau has just promised that the 
Treasury would buy more silver from China, in a be- 
lated effort to undo some of'the harm wrought by the 
policy. And the administration probably will not find 
it wise to risk alienating the silver states just be- 
fore the election. The facts nevertheless remain as 
charged: that international trade and finance have 
been damaged, neither the economic nor the mone- 
tary situation at home has been benefited and con- 
fidence in the nation’s currency has been impaired. 
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THE MERRY MAYTIME’S OVERTURE. 

Predictions have been made that the presidential 
campaign will not be a lace-and-lavender affair, and 
the signs and eke the tokens indicate the prophets, 
for this once, know their stuff. 

For instance, the last 48 hours have heard the 
rhetoricians popping off in mid-season venom, al- 
though the Queen o’ the May has yet several] days 
to reign before abdicating to the orange blossoms and 
Lohengrin of tulled and tremulous June. 

Republican Chairman Fletcher, soliloquizing on or 
near the front page, perceives in the administration 
“a band of termites,” and Gen. Johnson, from the Ok- 
lahoma side of the Kansas border, speaks of Gov. 
Landon’s life and letters as “a dreary sequence of 
platitudinous sterility.” The verminous metaphor of 
the first speaker epithetically crawls, let us say, 
rather than soars, but the spirit is willing even if 
the mentality trudges. The Johnsonian blast, too, is 
a labored swing, lacking the spontaneous rhythm of 
pristine wit, but it leaves the amenities rubbing a 
well-socked jaw. 

The third exhibit catches-the fancy. Whoever in- 
troduced the Democratic Pooh-Bah as “Spoilsmaster- 
General Farley” contributed a real nifty, coined a 
sobriquet that is likely to live.

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HOW TO END CHILD LABOR. 

One of the few real benefits wrought by the late 
NRA was the abolition of child labor in the indus- 
trial fields to which its codes applied. With the end 
of NRA, the way was opened for renewed exploita- 
tion of children, and as a result fresh agitation began 
for ratification of the child labor amendment. The 
action just taken in Massachusetts shows how this 
evil may successfully be attacked, and without the 
much-controverted Federal legislation that has been 
proposed. | 

The problem was discussed at a conference called 
by James T. Moriarty, Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Labor and Industries, and including representa- 
tives of the workers and the manufacturers. As a re- 
sult, the Massachusetts manufacturers have agreed to 
employ in their mills no workers under the age of 
16. The extent to which child labor has returned is 
indicated by the fact that this agreement means 1600 
children will be released from the mills, to receive an 
opportunity for education and healthful recreation, 
and to make way for 1600 unemployed adults. 

If all industry took the forward-looking view of 
these Massachusetts manufacturers, the problem 
would be well on the way to solution. It is assuredly 
in industry's self-interest, and not alone as a social 
obligation, that such a step be taken. Child labor 
reduces adult employment, and thus cuts down the 
mass buying power on which industry depends for ex- 
istence. It would be a happy day if the Massachu- 
setts movement became nation-wide.

Criticising corporation surplus tax plan, industrial magazine says business must emUlate 
farmer who “plows back” crops to keep soil fertile; writer asserts use of profits 
to enrich a few and to build unnecessary plants is wrong kind of plowing back; 
urges diversion of earnings to enhance mass buying power and avert depressions.

ters, the Iron Age, takes a leaf out of 

agricultural practice as a means of at- 
tacking the proposed tax on corporation sur- 
pluses. 

“The prudent farmer knows that he must 
conserve the condition of his soil, if he is 
to prosper,” it says. “He cannot expect to 
take continually from his fields without giv- 
ing back to them. That is why you see him 
plowing back the sweet clover, the soy beans 
and the rank rye. 

“He realizes the necessity of returning to 
the earth a portion of the profits that he 
secures from it in the form of those chem- 
ical elements that are necessary to avoid 
depletion and to insure continual abundance 
of production. 

“There is food for thought in this for our 
legislators who are now considering the 
corporation surplus tax proposal. Indus- 
trial fields, like farm acres, must be kept 
fertile or they will become sterile and im- 
poverished. They need a plowing back of 
a portion of the dollar crops that come from 
them. Research, modernization, replace 
ment, development must continue, if our in- 
dustrial soil is to be kept from becoming 
barren and depleted. 

“Our industrial fertilizers are not sweet 
clover and rye, but dollar profits. These 
have been plowed back by provident manu- 
facturers in the past to conserve industrial 
fertility. Abandoned plants, like abandoned 
farms, are the result of an, improvement pol- 
icy which neglects to do this. 

“If unwise legislation should deprive us of 
the possibility of thus plowing profits back 
into our industrial fields, the time may come 
when the soil of production and employment 
will be depleted. If this should happen, 
Uncie Sam will have to spend billions to re- 
store our producing power, just as he is 
spending hundreds of millions to restore our 
barren acres.” 

I shall not concern myself here with the 
wisdom or folly of the proposal to tax cor- 
poration surpluses, But the defense of plow- 
ing back any large amount of corporation 


T HE magazine of the iron and steel] mas- 


earnings into surplus does raise an issue of 
prime importance for those who wish to 
rehabilitate the capitalistic system. 

We need more plowing back, but not the 
kind advocated in this editorial. It was the 
fact that we had too much of this which 
helped on the collapse of 1929. Too large a 
proportion of corporate earnings went into 
profits to swell the fortunes of the few or 
to be invested in new capital plant which 
was not. needed. We prepared to produce 
more goods at a time when the people could 
not buy those which were produced. 

The type of plowing back which we need 
is the diversion of corporate earnings in 
such a manner as to provide steady employ- 
ment for workers, higher wages, higher sal- 
aries and a square deal for the farmers. 

Industrial capitalism rests upon the theory 
that we must sell a large volume of goods 
at reasonable prices in order to earn any prof- 
its. It is perfectly obvious that goods cannot 
be sold in this manner unless the masses 
have the purchasing power to buy them. 
High and well-sustained purchasing power 
is the only effective fertilizer of sound busi- 
ness. 

This fact was well-nigh ignored before 
1929. Even in this most prosperous year, 
1929, 21 per cent of American families had 
total incomes of less than $1000; 42 per cent 
had incomes of less than $1500, and 71 per 
cent had incomes of less than $2500. 

During the uniquely prosperous decade 
from 1919 to 1929, the necessity of provid- 
ing for adequate mass purchasing power was 
all but forgotten. A few “hogged” too much 
of the social income. At the same time, 
there was a large reinvestment in capital 
plant which could not be fully utilized. More- 
over, overhead costs increased between 1917 
and 1932 by over 230 per cent. 

It will be possible to prevent the recur- 
rence of the disaster of 1929 only if our cor- 
porations not only become alive to the ne- 
cessity of plowing back income, but also 
come to recognize the only type of plowing 
back which may help them on their feet 
once more and keep them there.

ITLER, whose heart yearns for a colo 

nial empire, and Mussolini, whose pa® 
sion for a larger everseas domain is strain- 
ing Italy’s national economy, might read 
with profit the balance sheet of Manchow 
kuo. 

Its acquisition by Japan involved negligk 
ble military effort and expense, in compart 
son with Mussolini’s expenditures in Eth 
opia. “Bandits” still harass the Japanes¢ 
in Manchoukuo, but not nearly so much 4s 
the more aggressive and ferocious Ethiopr 
ans seem likely to harass the Italians. 

Yet an examination of Japan's experience 
in exploiting Manchoukuo shows clearly that 
the venture has been far more costly, far 
less productive, than the army 
builders and their countrymen back home 
suspected several years ago. A scholarly 
analysis in the current Far Eastern Survey 
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of the American Council of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations reaches the conclusion 
that “Japan has abandoned her dreams of & 
‘paradise land’ in Manchoukuo and has be 
gun to curtail investments and to sow 
down development.” 

Japan’s experience in Manchoukuo to date 
has been as follows: 

It has had to spend $200,000,000 for the 
maintenance of its army there, 

The South Manchurian Railway—half 
Government-owned, half privately-owned— 
which made enormous profits prior to the 
seizure of Manchuria, has poured out such 
vast sums on extensions, ports, mines and 
industries, with such disappointing returns, 
that it has had to go into debt heavily. Its 
shares are declining because of investors 
anxiety regarding future earnings and divr 
dends. 

The new industries set up fn Manchoukue 
with Japanese capital have had a depres 


jing influence upon Japan’s domestic indu® 


tries. Stimulation of Manchoukuoan agri 
culture, which must expand if Manchoukue 
is to live and prosper, has seriously in 
creased the distress of Japan's already 
wretched farmers. 

In five years, only 272,441 Japanese have 
found work and homes in Manchoukuo. That 
is about one-fourth of a year’s increase in 
Japan’s population. Practically all these 
are soldiers, officials, business men and 
technical experts. Japanese farmers and la 
borers, whose emigration would be much 
more beneficial to Japan, must be heavily 
subsidized to settle in Manchoukuo, becausé 
their standard of living is much higher than 
that of the Chinese natives, with whom they 
cannot compete on an equal basis. As 42 
outlet for Japan’s surplus population, Man 
choukuo is admittedly hopeless. 

Manchoukuo’s exports are falling and its 
imports are rising. But the latter will, of 
course, decline step by step with Japanes¢ 
investment. 

If Japan, with comparatively favorable 
conditions, fares so poorly in exploitation 
of its new dominions, what colossa! burdens 
must ultimately be assumed by Italy and 
Germany?

dependent judiciary, and nothing in 
recent events has been more signifi- 
cant than the demonstratioWof the 
people as a whole that they like and 
trust the Supreme Court, not be- 
cause it gives them what they think 
they want, but because it provides a 
way of having great issues passed 
upon by learned and competent men 
who have nothing to gain or to lose 
by their decisions. 

The role of the universities, apart 
from their specific task of training 
men and advancing knowledge, is in 
that respect not unlike that of the 
courts. They are places to which 
men can turn for judgments which 
are unbiased by partisanship and 
special interest. Obviously, the 
moment the universities fall under 
political control, or under the con- 
trol of private interest, or the mo- 
ment they themselves take a hand 
in politics and the leadership of 
government, their value as inde- 
pendent and disinterested sources 
of judgment is impaired. 

That is the reason why, among 
tax-supported universities, it is so 
essential to have also some which, 
because they are privately en- 
dowed, have no reason to fear or 
favor the party in power. That is 
the reason why it is so important 
to resist every attempt by legisla- 
tors ant self-appointed censors to 
encroach by investigations, special 
oaths and sheer terrorism on the 
freedom of the universities. And 
that is the reason, too, why the 
members of the university faculties 
have asparticular obligation not to 
tie themselves to, nor to involve 
themselves in, the ambitions and 
purposes of the politicians, the 
parties and the movements which 
are contending for power. 

- . . 


The choice has to be made. If 
there are to be universities which 
are not controlled by the Govern- 
ment, if there are to be universities 
because 
they are privately endowed, if in 
accepting these “endowments the 
universities are to be able to insist 
on their freedom from the prompt- 
ings of private interest, then the 
universities themselves must also 
renounce the ambition to play a 
part in partisan political contro- 
versy. 

This does not mean that profes- 
sors must not be consulted in mat- 
ters where they are professionally 
competent. But it does mean that 
professors must not be office-hold- 
ers and political advisers to office- 
holders. For once they engage 
themselves that way, they cease to 
be disinterested men, being com- 
mitted by their ambitions and 
their sympathies. They cease to 
be scholars because they are no 
longer disinterested, and having 
lost their own independence, they 
impair the independence of the 
university to which they belong. 

So it is fortunate that, in cele- 
brating the founding of higher edu- 
cation in the United States, the 
center of the celebration should be 
a college which is peculiarly fitted 
by its history to represent the ideal 
of independence. For that ideal is 
deeply challenged in the world to- 
day, and that challenge must at all 
costs be resisted.

GATHERED FOR SHRINE

A spare office in the Board of 
Education Building is being filled 
with furnishings for the early home 
of Eugene Field, the children’s poet, 
634 South Broadway, which is be- 
ing restored by the efforts of Jesse 
P. Henry. : 

Several articles which belonged 
to Field have been received and 
more are expected. The recent of- 
fer of these things from the poet’s 
son, Eugene Field II of Heafford 
Junction, Wis., led to correspond- 
ence with Henry which resulted 
last week in the prevention of the 
sale of the home and summer re- 
sort of the poet’s aged and invalid 
widow on a lake at Heafford Junc- 
tion. 

Henry announced today that Mrs. 
Field, if able to travel, and Eugene 


Field II and his sister, Mrs. E. D. 
Foster of Tomahawk, Wis., would 
come here for the formal opening 
of the Field museum and shrine in 
the Broadway house Oct. 15. They 
have accepted this invitation to at- 
tend. Mrs. Field is 79 years old. 

Articles sent so far by the poet’s 
son were an oak bookcase with 
glass doors, a carved oak and leath- 
er chair and an alabaster chande- 
lier. By modern standards they are 
dated, but they will fit into the 
scheme of restoring the Field house 
with the flavor of the period of his 
life. They represented the modes 
of the ‘80s and '90s. 


Other Relics. 


When supplied with photographs 
of the various pieces of furniture, 
Field wrote, he and his mother 
would attest the authenticity of the 
articles on the pictures. He put 
Henry in touch with his sister, Mrs. 
Foster, who has promised to send 
to the shrine their father’s old bed, 
which she had refused to sell to 
collectors. 

Henry has been acquiring other 
furnishings typical of the time of 
Field’s early life from a fund of 
small coins given by St. Louis 
school children and out of his own 
pocket. 

One of his prizes was a Dun- 
can Phyfe love seat, purchased for 
$15 recently from a St. Louis an- 
tique dealer, said by Henry to be 
worth much more. It has very high 
ends and a deep curve in the high 
back. The frame is of beautifully 
carved mahogany and the cover- 
ing is a brilliant red and gold plush. 

Field was born here in 1850, 
worked on St. Louis newspapers 
in 1876-80 and was on Chicago pa- 
pers from 1883 until his death in 
1895. 

The Field house here is owned 
by the Board of Education. Henry 
heads a civic committee which has 
sponsored its restoration.

support.” He denied, too, that the 
district supervisor of WPA had told 
Mrs. Wilson that she would have to 
see the Democratic township com- 
mitteeman to be reinstated. 
Sedalia Election Story. 

Hopkins denied as untrue’ the 
charge made by Curtis that at a 
focal election in Sedalia someone 
appeared at the WPA projects “in- 
quiring whether a Republican or 
Democratic automobile should 
come the next day to take them to 
vote.” Those who asked for a Re 
publican automobile were dis- 
charged, according to Curtis. 

“There was one incident of po- 
litical maneuvering in Sedalia on 
the part of two men who were dis- 
tributing Republican literature 
during working hours,” Hopkins 
wrote. “These two men were tem- 
porarily laid off but later taken 
back and are now working on the 
project. 

“Men were not taken to the polls 
under the direction of the foreman, 
nor were they told that if they did 
not vote the Democratic ticket, 
they would lose their jobs. This 
statement is pure fabrication.” 


Some of the affidavits which Cur- 

tis submitted to Hopkins as proof 
of the charge of politics in WPA 
were from women who said they 
had been discharged from a sewing 
project in Sedalia for their politi- 
cal beliefs. 
r “The truth of the matter is that 
these women were laid off at the 
same time as 33 other persons, and 
there is absolutely no evidence that 
any political consideration was giv- 
en in these layoffs,” said Hopkins. 
“The only consideration was the 
question of need.” 

Hopkins also denied that Lee Ray 
Ebert of Sedalia had been dis- 
charged because of politics, adding 
that Ebert was not discharged on 
April 6, as Curtis had stated, but

“During the past four years wom- 
en have made greater strides in as- 
suming their proper place in Gov- 
ernment affairs than in the 12 
years between 1920 and 1932 when 
the Republicans were in power. 

“In the national political parties 
platform making has been pretty 
much reserved to men. The next 
step; which we are initiating now, 
is to have women’s opinion effec- 
tive in the planks of the party.”

COURT LIMITS WORK OF PWA 
ON NEBRASKA POWER SYSTEM 


Trial of Injunction Suit Put Off by 
Judge Until After 
Nov. 2. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Justice 
Oscar Luhring of District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court signed an 
order today postponing until “a date 
not earlier than Nov. 2” the trial 
of an injunction suit involving a 


$56,000,000 Nebraska statewide pub- 
lic power system. 

He also issued a temporary in- 
junction, which modified slightly 
the terms of a court order already 
in force. It will restrain the Fed- 
eral Government from completing 
generating plants and transmission 
lines for three projects, the Tri- 
County, Platte Valley and Loup 
River developments. 

The order permits the Public 
Works Administration to go ahead 
during the summer with work on 
dams, canals and roads involved in 
an irrigation scheme designed to 
serve 600,000 acres. It also permits 
the complétion of some transmis- 
sion lines. 

Last week the Government modi- 
fied its contracts with the three 
power districts, to permit them to 
abandon an advisory committee 
with authority to co-ordinate all of 
the projects into a single unified 
power system. 

Nebraska utility firms had at- 
tacked the advisory committee pro- 
posal as an attempt to establish “a 
holding company in violation of Ne- 
braska law.” 


ESCAPED CONVICT CONFESSES 
KILLING FORMER PRISONER 


Says They. Knew Each Other in 
Missouri Penitentiary and Met 
Again Outside. 
BLOOMINGTON, Ind., May 27.— 
Police announced today that Enos 
Stoner, 69 years old, had confessed 
the murder here March 4 of Her- 
man Johnson, ex-convict and itiner- 
ant pencil peddler from Madison- 
ville, Ky... whose body was found 
beside a railroad track near here. 

Police said Stoner admitted he 
became, acquainted with the man 
while they were both serving life 
terms for murder in the Missouri 
State penitentiary, from which 
Stoner escaped in 1932.

No charges have been filed 
against the girl, booked as Olivia 
Gardner.

Rollins said she confessed shoot- 
ing S. E. Harlan, 32-year-old WPA 
truck driver, in self-defense after 
a fight. 

A. W. Edwards, Altus policeman, 
said five officers were posted out- 
side the jail and two others inside 
when the crowd started gathering 
near the courthouse yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

“Mrs. Harlan tried to gain en- 
trance first,” said Edwards. 

The crowd retreated for a short 
distance and a few minutes later 
made a second move toward the 
jail. Deputy Rollins and J. G, Cor- 
nell, policeman, hastened inside the 
jail, placed the girl between them 
and started for an automobile. 

As the crowd closed in the of- 
ficers shouted at the crowd to 
“stay back.” Rollins drove away 
and the crowd dispersed.

The company denied shots were 
fired. The Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel & Tin Workers 
called the strike, charging the 
company refused the union collec- 
tive bargaining rights under the 
National Labor Relations Act. 

Mrs. Oscar Cropper reported to 
police that early today a shotgun 
charge was fired at her home from 
an automobile as she and one of 
her four children were looking out 
a window. The blast shattered a 
pane above their heads, showering 
them with glass. 


Remington Rand to Reopen Plants, 
Picketing Predicted.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 27.— 
Mayor Rolland B. Marvin an- 
nounced today that the Syracuse 
plant of the Remington Rand Co., 
closed for several days because of 
labor troubles, would reopen to- 
morrow morning.

Six lowa Democratic Con- 
gressmen Suggest One in 
Letter to Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON, May 77.—A de- 
mand for specific recognition of 
the farm tenant and farm debt 
problems in: the party platform was 
made to President Roosevelt yes- 
terday by six Iowa Democratic 
Congressmen.

instead of dining-room chairs. 


Questions like this are very hard 
to answer because apparently detri- 
mental to the manufacturer who 
limits certain popularly priced sets 
of china to set designs. He nat- 
urally chooses plates and dishes, 
and cups and saucers, too, to make 
fewest pieces give utmost service, 
For instance, a wide bowl-shaped 
saucer is meant to be used for 
cereal, or soup, or dessert, just as 
a medium-sized cup and saucer is 
intended for tea, coffee or. choco- 
So, if you pick out a pattern 
of china you like in the reasonable 
and not open stock variety, then 
perhaps you will have to use these 
same bowls for soup. But if you 
can, I would suggest that you try 
to find wide cups that look well 
Even in many 
fashionable houses, these so-called 
cream soup cups and saucers have 
become essential in this day of in- 
formality, and the dinner soup 
plate, from which the soup is eaten 
with a tablespoon, makes its ap- 
pearance not more than two or 
three times a year—if that often, 
But if you ask me how the soup 
course at a formally correct din- 
ner should be served, the answer is 
definite: A soup plate at least 10 
inches in diameter on a place plate 
(that matche it at least approxi 
mately) and a tablespoon.

| COMPLETE new series of 
| A stamps will be issued by 
| Greece within the near future. 
|All of the designs picture scenes 
_from the lives of ancient Greek 
gods, architecture or history. 

| The five lepta, 10 lepta, 20 lepta 
,and 25 lepta will picture ancient 
columns of different architectural 
_styles. The 40 lepta value will show 
a bull-fighting scene from the 
Cnossos fresco. 


The 1D will picture Achilles 
‘dragging Hector’s body, taken from 
an ancient medal, The 3D will show 
the naval battle of Salamis. The 
'5D will picture the Parthenon and 
the statue of Athena. The 6D will 
picture Alexander the Great at the 
| battle of Issos. The 7D will pic 
ture the world-famed Venus of Milo. 
|The 8D will bear a portrait of St. 
Paul of Biblical fame. The 10D 
| will show the church of St. De- 
-metrios at Thessalonica. The 15D 
will show the destruction of the 
Arabs by Leo III taken from Dun- 


ley’s painting. The 25D will show 
the “Glory” of Bsara and the last 
value in the series will show King 
George II of Greece. 


Czechoslovakia will issue a 
commemorative series of stamps 
for the centennary of the poet 
Karel Hynek Macha, 1810 to 1836.

In order to press its point, Ar- 
gentina early this year issued a 
postage stamp showing on & map 
the Falkland Isiands as a part of 
its territory. The British counter- 
moved with qa response from For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden that 
the stamp could serve no useful 
purpose and would only create had 
feelings between the two countries. 
The dispute at the present time 
| rests there.
